RESCUE OF A DISMASTED JUNK 


~The following is from the Kobe Ghronicle of 
the 29th wht. ;— 

. The N, Y. -K, steamer Hitachi Maru, 
which arrived in porf several days ago from 
Loadon via ports, brought news of the rescue 
of a dismasted junk with nine persons on board 
on the high seas between Hongkong , and 
Nagasaki, « ; 

‘The “itachi Mart, commanded by Captain 
J. Campbell, left Hongkong on the evening of. 
the 1oth inst. Early. on the, morning of. the’ 
13th, the wind being bitterly cold and a heavy 
sea running, a dismasted junk containing eight 
men and one woman was observed on the 
starboard side ahead of the bridge -of the 
Hitachi., The sea was! -running high. at
